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Ten i ’ents 
Voters Give 'Okay' 
To Levy's Increase

Voters of the Sedalia Sehool District 2(K) 
turned out in large numbers Tuesday and 
approved the proposed 65-cent school tax 
levy increase 3,401 to 2,876. The increase 
mak es the levy $3 62 per $100 assessed 
valuation 
After a heated advertising campaign, a 
total of 6286 individuals voted in the 
election, of which nine were void 
In 
ab.sentee 
voting, 
a 
source 
of 
much 
controversy prior to the election, 251 
nc*gative 
absentee 
ballots 
were 
cast 
compared to 73 in favor 
The Apnl 4 
election saw a 22-15 absentee vote in favor 
of the measure. 
The 
6,282 
ballots 
cast 
Tuesday 
represented the highest voter turnout on a 
school levy since 1966, when 6,586 votes 
were cast, according to Dr T. J. Norns, 
supenntendent of schools 
On Tuesday the 65-cent levy increase was 
passed by 525 votes, 4 more than the same 
proposal was defeated by on April 4 


When the levy increase was previously 
defeated, only 4,675 people cast ballots, 
and only the voters of the Fourth Ward 
gave the measure a majority in favor 


Compared to that scant 21-vote edge, 
Tuesday’s margin of 366 yes votes in the 
F'ourth 
Ward 
seems 
overwhelming 
However, of greater note was the favorable 
turnout in the First Ward, where the levy 
was defeated 701 to 661 in April Tuesday 
First Ward voters were in favor of the levy 
increase 1,122 to 653, a 469-vote difference 


The Second Ward, where the levy was 
defeated 460 to 288 in April, had only a 97- 
vote margin against the levy Tuesday A 
total of 507 votes were cast against the 
increase while 410 were in favor 


The voting difference was closest in the 
Third Ward where Tuesday’s election saw 
759 against and 724 in favor 
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Vo id 


The levy’s passage insures tin* opening of 
public k indergartens this fall and grants 
administrators the full amount need(*d for 
opt'ration of the new junior high school 
The $265,000 to be generated by the levy, 
part of which is an additional $66,360 in 
state funds since the levy exceeds $3 50, 
will be used to pay the salaries of 29 new 
teaching and administrative jobs 
The 
money will also fund the .salaries of five 
custodians and 
pay general operating 
expimses at the junior high 
Also, the increased levy is expected to 
provide 
enough 
additional 
money 
to 
implement

vocational-technical 
program s, 
and 
augm ent 
learning 
disabilities projtM ts through the Children’s 
Therapy Center 
Overcrowded 
classrooms

One of the highlights of her 
tour IS a eutrophic lake, a body 
of water that to the untrained 
eye looks like any other lake, 
but to the scientist is a thing of 
wonder 
In a sense, it is a dying lake, 
cut off from sufficient move­ 
ment of water to prevent the 
diminution 
of -oxygen. 
This 
causes mineral and organic nu­ 
trients to multiply and thus 
promote plant life. 
“This may not be interesting 
to the average person,” Gerald-, 
me said of the lake, “but scien­ 
tists just flip over this place.”
